3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention relates to an apparatus for processing waste, the plasma reactor 
apparatus comprises a rotatable drum having an inlet and outlet ends with the inlet end 
attached to an inlet bulkhead by a first seal and the outlet end attached to an outlet bulkhead by 
a second seal. The bulkhead/seal arrangement has not bee taught by the prior art. The 
apparatus further includes an enclosure disposed about the drum having an inlet end with an 
enclosure inlet opening and an outlet end with an enclosure outlet which circulates hot gas over 
the outside of the drum to heat the material in the drum. The plasma reactor is connected to the 
drum outlet bulkhead opening for receiving and process waste from the drum. The plasma 
reactor having a gas removal opening connected to the drum enclosure inlet opening for 
removing the gas created by the reactor and at least one other opening for removing molten 
material from the reactor and a recirculation blower having an inlet connected to the drum 
enclosure outlet opening and a blower outlet connected to the gas removing opening of the 
plasma reactor for blending the created reactor gas with gas circulated around the drum. The 
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construction and arrangement as claimed has not been taught nor fairly suggested either 
singularly or in combination with other art.
